The  miners  made  iiio  a  written  eonii>laint  on  the  sid)ject,  demanding  rcdres.'i,  but 
they  left  the  Island  before  1  wa.s  able  to  take  any  notice  of  it. 

I  regret  to  say  tliat  Dr.  IFelmeken  has  declined  acting  an\  longer  as  Mai;i.ftratc, 
on  the  ground  that  tlie  only  causes  are  between  tlic  Hudson's  VJav  ("oniiianv  and' 
their  servants;  and  as  Iteiug  a  jiaM  servant  of  the  former,  ho  cannot  be  considered 
an  impartial  person.  This  objection  is  good  against  all  servants  of  the  Company 
lioldmg  Commissions,  as  tliey  can  be  removed  from  tlie  Colony  at  a  moment's 
notice  by  their  employers,  and  are  kept  in  the  greatest  subjection. 

There  arc  at  present  no  settlers  at  all  in  tlie  Island.  Mr.  (Jrant  left  for  the  Sand- 
wich Islands  some  days  ago.

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  yon  that  on  the  receijit  of  your  letter  of  ve.stcrdav's 
date,  I  dispatched  a  force  (nndev  the  coimiiand  of  lieutenant  IJurton,  .senior  Lieu- 
tenant of  this  ship)  ill  iImcc  armed  boats,  with  directions  to  proceed  to  the  place 
where  the  Newitly  Camp  was  .said  to  lie,  and  endeavour  to  secure  the  actual  mur- 
derers, or  the  chiefs  of  the  tribes  as  hostages;  and  failing  that  to  attack  and  destroy 
the  caiiii),  burning  the  houses  and  [iroperty. 

I  have  now  to  acquaint  you  that  the  force  returned  this  afternoon,  and  Lieutenant 
iUirton  reports  to  me  that  he  found  the  camp  deserted  by  the  tribe,  and  that  he  has 
aeeonlingly  burned  the  houses  and  all  the  jiroperty  he  could  find.

1  trust  j-ou  will  di.'cct  a  passage  to  be  alloweif  nic 
as  far  as  ranania  in  one  of  Her  Majesty's  ships,  as  there  are  no  direct  means  of 
comimmicatioii;  the  indirect  ones  arc  very  uncertain,  enormously  e.vpensive,  and 
the  lieavy  expenses  which  have  been  thrown  on  me  by  thcirudson's  !?ay  Company, 
contrary'to  my  exiiectation.  for  my  passage  out,  and  during  my  residence  here,  have 
greatly  straightened  my  private  finances.

I  iider  these  circninstanees  I  trust  your  I.ordsliip  will  at  oiice  recall  mc, 
ami  appoint  some  person  as  my  siiect'ssor.  wliose  larger  fortune  may  enable  liim  to 
dilrav  eliartres  wliicli  involve  me  ii\  certain  ruin,  ['trust  tlnit  yotir  I.ordsliip  will 
i;ue  directions  tliat  I  may  be  fiirnislied  witli  a  passajje  as  lar  as*^  Panama  in  one  of 
er  .Majesty's  slops,  as  my  .stnte  ofliealth  will  not  bear  tlic  lonir  voya-v  round  Capo 
Jlorn,  and  beinir  coiupclbd  to  defray  tlie  expenses  of  mv  pnssaLic  out'  by  tlie  Hud- 
son's I'.av  Company,  who  repudiated  the  Hills  their  criaiVmaii  had  auihorize.l  mo

Nothinir  of  any  imi.ortanco  has  occurred  since  I  had  last  the  lioiior  of  addres- 
sing your  J^ordship. 

As  two  years  have  expired  since  Vancouver  Miirnl  was  i.n'anted  to  the  Hudson's 
J5ay  Company,  and  the  conditions  of  that  irrant  bind  them'to  deliver  a  ,ort  of  the 
state  and  prt>>j:ress  of  the  Colony  at  tlie  end  of  such  period,  I  beg  your  Lordship  will 
allow  me  a  coiiy  of  such  report,  tliat  I  may  eompare  it  with  my  own  remarks. 

The  only  real  sale  of  land  that  has  taken  jdaee,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  is  one  of 
one  hundred  acres  of  land  to  a  Captain  (irant,  at  Soke  Harbour.  .\Ir.  (Jrant  left 
the  Island  some  months  ago,  leaving  a  laborer  in  charge  of  Ids  farm.  Nothiii"'  has 
been  heard  of  him  since,  and  as  his  ail'airs  hero  are  in  a  most  hopeless  state.  I  do  not 
think  he  will  return.  More  than  a  year  ago  he  executed  an  assignment  of  bis  title 
to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company.  A  Mr.  Todd  (still  a  servant  ot  the  Hudson's  May 
Company)  has  ploughed  up  a  tew  acres  near  Fort  \'ictoria,  under  a  verbal  arran"-e- 
ment  with  the  Company's  Agent,  Mr.  Douglas,  that  he  should  bo  allowed  to  i.ur- 
chase  one  liundred  acres,  to  bo  furnished  with  a  title.  Findinir  that  he  caiinot 
obtain  the  said  title,  nor  even  a  written  promise  to  furnish  it.  he  is^'becoming  alarm- 
oil,  has  discontinued  the  house  he  was  beginning  to  build,  and  talks  of  lea'viiH'  the 
C  'v.  "  ° 

With  the  exception  of  a  Canadian  who  has  squatted  near  Koeky  Toint,  there  is  not 
another  cultivator  oil  the  Island. 

r  have  written  to  Sir  Jtdin  relly,  the  (Jovornorof  the  Hudson's  IJav  Coinimnv 
.■er|iiesting  .some  informalion  respecting  a  large  tract  of  land  called  tile  Hudson's 
J5ay  Company's  and  I'ugct  Sound  Company's  IJeservo,  but  no  notice  of  my  letter 
lias  been  taken  yet.  Their  Agent  here  professes  ignorance  of  every  arrangemetit 
but  has  admitte<l  that  they  do  niit  intend  to  pay  for  it.  This  tract' contains,  I  am 
informed,  nearly  thirty  s(piaro  miles  of  the  best  part  of  the  Island,  and  they  are 
already  attom|)ting  to  sell  small  lots  to  their  own  servants  at  greatly  advanced  rates. 

I  consider  this  as  an  extremely  unfair  proceeding.  The  terms  of  the  Orant  of  the 
Island  expressly  state  that  "all  lands  shall  be  sohre.veept  such  as  aie  reserved  for 
"public  luiiposes,"  and  in  consideration  of  the  trouble  and  expense  they  may  incur 
the  ilndsius  iJay  Company  are  allowed  the  very  handscmie  remuneration  of  ten 
jier  cent,  en  all  sales  they  may  etfect,  and  on  all  {Royalties.  Xot  satisfied  with  this 
they  are  grasping  at  the  whole  price  of  the  land,  by'inonoiioliziii!;  this  vast  district' 
making  it  a  free  gif.  to  themselves,  and  then  selling  it  for  their  own  profit,  as  they 
are  attempting  to  do.      in   proof  cf  this.

The  .'ViTeiit  dl'llie  Hudson's  l>ay  Cniiiiiaiiy  lias  (ircsented  me  an  aeeiiiint  Air 
siiTiiatiire,  lieiiijj;  a  N'diiclier  ol'  the  lialanee  tielween  the  aiiioiint  e.xpended  hy  the 
Jiiidson's  Hay  ('om|iaiiy  on  the  Culony,  and  lliu  receijits  ui'diities,  sales,  royalties, 
&e.,  eolleeted  i.i  the  Colony. 

Tlie  Accdiiiit  a.-serts  that  tlun-  have  exiiended  ??-2,T;',(;  (Dollar.-),  of  which  ^12,1*1 
( |)dllars)  are  for  Uddds  paid  to  Indians  to  eMiniriiisli  their  title  td  the  land  about 
N'ictiiria  and  Soke  llaiiioiirs,  the  remainder  also  fur  irddds  paid  also  td  Indians  fur 
work  done  I'or  the  Culoi'v,  in'dvisions  and  ammiinitidn  tor  the  same  Indians.  The 
roeei|its  aiiidiint  to  .^1,4!^'.*  (I>dllais),  (from  wliich  10  per  cent,  is  to  be  deducted, 
aecordinij  to  the  Charter  of  <lraiit  to  the  Hndsoirs  l>ay  Conipany),  and  consists 
entirely  of  Uoyalties  on  Coal  for  the  last  two  years;  Land  Sales  there  nw  none,  as 
I  have  inevidii.-ly  iiitdrnied  yniir  {jdnlship.  ( >n  examiiiiiiir  the  account,  I  found 
that  for  the  tjoods  paid  to  the  Indians  a  jirico  was  cliarirt d  three  times  as  great  as 
what  they  are  in  tlie  habit  (if  payimr  them  at,  fdr  their  own  \v  >rk;  respectintj  this, 
mid  some  iiiacciiraci(\s  I  detected  in  the  account,  I  addrt'ssed  a  k'tter  to  the  .Agent. 
lie  corrected  the  errors,  but  made  no  alteration  in  the  prices,  ami  in  the  course  of 
the  Cdiiversation  gave  iiu'  to  understand  that  they  did  nut  e.xpect  the  Charter  of 
(irant  to  be  renewed  at  the  exj'iration  of  the  live  years  (.Fannary,  18ri4),  and  that 
they  would  be  entitled  to  a  reimbursenieiit  of  their  expenditure.  At  this  rate  they 
may  continue  for  the  next  three  years,  paying  away  a  few  goods  to  Indians  to  ex- 
tinguish their  claims  to  the  soil,  and  by  attaching  an  ideal  value  to  their  gdodsthey 
will  at  the  end  of  that  time  appear  as  cre(ritors  of  the  CoKuiy  to  an  oveiwhelmiiig 
amount,  so  that  the  foundation  will  be  laid  of  a  Colonial  Iclit,  which  will  tor  ever 
indve  a  burden. 

I  beg  your  [iOrdship  to  observe  that,  at  the  pri( cs  they  loially  ]iay  goods  at.  the 
receijils  art^  ani[ily  suflicient  to  co\er  the  exiieiiditure  aid  to  leave  a  balance  in 
favor  of  the  Colony. 

Under  these  lircumstaiiccs,  !  yesterday  sigiu'd  an  aineiided  copy  nf  the  account, 
as  a  Wniclier  for  the  goods,  atiding  a  pri>test  that  the  balance  shall  leii  be  consider- 
ed a  true  one,  as  I  conceive  it  to  lie  on  the  other  side,  and  to  be  agiiiii.^i  the  Jiiid- 
son's Hay  Company. 

The  whole  tiiuiiicial  iirraiigement  and  expenditure  is  of  course  eutiM-ieil  to  the 
Hudson'-^  15ay  Company,  but  I  conceive  that  my  instructions,  (Art.  Jhi  cintainiiig 
directions  about  the  imlilie  money,  autliorizi'  my  exerting  a  negative  voice  on  the 
piesent  occasion,  to  prevent  the  Kevenue  which  does  exist,  and  is  much  rcpiired 
for  internal  improvement  (roads  esiiecially)  being  swallowed  up  by  the  Hudson's 
Hay  Company,  as  [irotit  nii  their  goods. 

I  trust  that  your  Jjordsliip  will  lose  no  time  in  appointing  my  successor,  a-  my 
health  has  been  very  bad  for  some  months,  and  I  feel  it  impossible  to  remain  lure 
iiiucli  longer,  on  account  (jf  increasing  weakness;  my  instructions  direct  that  in  the 
event  of  my  death  or  abseiict%  and  there  being  no  Lieutenant  (ioveriior.  the  Senior 
Mondierof  the  Council  shall  tor  the  time  assuimr  the  (iovernment.  (Art.  40|:  Imr 
1  liave  not  been  able  to  appoint  a  Council,  as  there  is  no  one  in  the  l>laml  above 
the  grade  of  a  labourer,  exci'pt  the  servants  of  the  Jiiidson's  I>ay  Com|iany,  and  I 
have  previously  stated  to  your  Lordship  my  reasons  for  considering  them  untit  t'or 
Magisterial  appooitmeuts  of  any  kind.

-Mr.  Helmeken  has,  as  I  previously  informed  your  Lordship,  re>igne(l  his 
aiipointment,  and  has  been  removed  from  Fort  Rupert  to  Victoria,  There  is  un- 
fortnnatelv  no  one  remaining  whom  ]  ecuisider  at  all  tit  to  take  his  place:  inoreoyer 
Mr.  Jlelineken's  having  been  called  upon,  sim  e  his  arrival  here,  to  give  up  or  furnish 
copies  of  ills  otlieial  correspondenci' while  Magislrale,  to  the  Hudson's  IJay  Coni- 
iiany's  An'cnt,  thus  u>ing  his  aulliority  as  Chief  Factm-  in  the  Coinpany'.s  service^ 
over  .Mr.llelmekeii.  lias  i|uite  contirn'iod  me  in  my  opini<ui  of  tlie  impropriety  of 
making  appointinenls  among  Ihe  Comiiauy's  servants.  Fven  after  retiring  from  the 
service,  thev  are  in  a  great  measure  subject  to  tin,'  same  inllueiice,  as  they  receive 
icrtainallowanees  which  may  be  forfeited  if  they  act  in  any  manner  that  is  eoiisid- 
ored  as  prejudicial  to  the  Comiiauy.  The  forfeiture  would  be  at  onee  enforced  by 
tiie  A'a'iits  in  this  Country,  ami  tlie  great  distance  from  EiiLilaiid  would  render  any 
appeafto  the  Hirectors  iuLoiidon  a  work  of  time  and  unccrtiinty.

Reserves,  lither 
for  iiS  own  jniriioses  or  those  of  tlio  I'uiret  Sound  Comiiany,  lint  say  they  eiinnot 
tell  what  iiorlioiis  nf  tliem  lliey  may  rei|uire  till  siii'veys  have  heeii  sent  to  them  in 
I'lni^land.  These  surveys  they  have  taken  no  sttps  at  all  to  ohtain;  they  have  never 
e\eii  eiiiraired  a  SniAcyor.  .\  Mr.  (iraiit.  who  had  stndieil  for  u  short  time  at  the 
Military  Colle;,'e.  Sandhurst,  eouimemed  a  survt'y  of  part  of  the  Comiiany's  lainl 
last  snmnier,  hut  it  was  diseontinned  and  has  never  heen  resumed.  The  Ai^eiit  here 
tt'lls  me  thill  he  expeets  a  .'^nrveyor  from  Canada  in  the  autumn,  if  oiu'  can  he  eii- 
iraijed.  Siipposiiii;-  that  he  does  eome,  the  winti-r  rains  will  prevent  any  o|n'riitions 
till  the  fill  low  inu'  s]  riiij:',  w  hieh  will  I  I'iiiir  il  tar  into  the  lonrlli  year  of  the  Jlndsnn's 
i5av  Company's  possessimi  of  the  Island.  In  the  nH'antime  these  Kesi'rves  etfeetnally 
jireveiit  any  hoin' jiili'  Colonist.;  from  settlini.^ 

Xo  .site  for  a  Town  has  ever  heen  mentioned,  and  indeed  niitil  the  i[Uestion  of  the 
IJe.sorves  is  settled,  it  would  he  useless  to  select  one,  for  hy  refnsinir  to  sell  the  land 
around  it,  takiiiir  it  as  their  own  and  settiim'  an  extravagant  price  on  it,  as  they  have 
alreadv  done  near  N'irtoria,  they  will  completely  isoLite  and  previMil  the  oeeiipation 
ot  aiiv  suih  Town.  When  a  Town  Site  shall  he  selecteii,  \liat  will  he  the  plaio  for 
the  pnlilic  hniMintfs.  not  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Company's  posts,  where  there  is  no 
prohaliilitv  of  11  pop  datioii  ever  ^iitlieriiiii,  heyoiid  a  few  of  their  own  ser\ants. 
I'lilil  such  site  lie  selected,  and  the  adjoininir  Imid  hroiiirht  into  the  market  fairly, 
1  do  not  think  it  will  he  expedient  or  even  Just  to  the  future  prospects  of  the  Colony 
to  ex[ienil  the  produce  of  the  Rand  Sales  on  huildiii,n-s.
